Yesterday the Parliament of the Dominion 
was adjourned till August the 13th. 

His Excellency the Governor General as- 
sented to the bills which bad been passed. 

The prorogatioa will not take place until 
August, and a quoram will meetto receive 
the report of the committee which is investi- 
gating the Huntington charges against Sir 
Hugh Allan and the Government. ; 

The prevailiay opinion is, that Sir Hug 
Allan got money from Chicago men, but it is 
uncertain whether,any members of the _Gov- 
ernment can be coanected with taking money 
for election purposes. 

There is a strange feeling here against Sir 
Hegh. 

The Government is taking means to thor- 
oughly investigate the charges. 

A change of administrativn is predicted, it 
the evidesce before the committee implicates 
the Government. 

The Prince Bdward Island terms are passed 
the Dominion Parliament. The Government 
is waiting now for the action of the Island 
Legislature. 

Nearly all the members of the House have 
gone home to their Provinces.

BUROPE. 


Versaities, May 24th.—The Assembly re- 
convened at two o'clock, this p. m. After 
an energetic speech by Periere, minister of 
the interior, the Assembly rejected by a vote 
of 368 against 348, the simple order of the 
day, proceeding from the left and supported 
by the government, an order of the day pro- 
posed by the right, declariog that the pres- 
ent government, was not under discussion, 
and regrettiog that the constraction of the 
ministry did not afford conservative guarao- 
tees, was then adopted by a vute of 366 
against 344. Upon the ansouncement of the 
result of the vote, Baraganou, member of the 
right said the supreme iaterests of the couu- 
try required that the government should not 
remain silent. His remarks were received 
with noisy protestations by the left, Wheo 
the tumult bad sumewhat subsided, Baran- 
ganou resumed, and proposed a night sitting 
of the Assembly. 

Dafaare, miaister of justice, ascended the 
tribuoe, and deciared that France would-not 
remain a moment with the government, not- 
withstanding the vote just cust. Ministers 
would answer for the maintenance of order ; 
they would consult with the President, and 
agree at the night sitting. The left shouted 
“why will the government thas set Europe 
an exemple of this monstrous ingratitude ?"’ 
The right insisted that the government should 
promptly communicate its decision to the As- 
sembly. 

After further debate, which was conducted 
amidst the greatest excitement, it was decid- 
ed to bave a night session, and a recess was 
taken until the evening. The result of the 
vote caused intense excitement, and the 
streets are crowded with people awaiting de- 
velopments ot the sitting. 

Veusaituss, May 24—Evening—The As- 
sembly resumed its session at eight o'clock, 
Dufaure anounced that the ministry had 
tendered their resignations to Thiers, who 
bad accepted them. -Dufaure iben banded to 
Boffet, President of the Assembly, a message 
from President Thiers, announcing that be 
delivered back to the Assembly the bigh 
functions which bad veen conterred upon bim. 
The reading of the message produced a pro- 
found sensation in the Chamber. 

General Ubangarnier and the Dake de 
Broglie moved that the Assembly immediate- 
ly appoint a successor to Thiers. This mo- 
tion caused considerable excitement. The 
left moved that the resignation of Thiers be 
not accepted ; the motion was rejected 308 
to 339. 

The resignation of President Thiers was 
then formally accepted. Buffett fruitlessly 
attempted tof eulogise Thiers. Members on ; 
the left endeavored to secure an adjouroment 
of the election, but the right insisted upon 
the choice of President immediately. 

A vote was then taken, which resulted in 
the election of Marshal McMahon, who re- 
ceived 369 votes. Deputies of the left ab- 
stained from voting. A committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon Marshal McMahon, to 
iaform bim of bis election. McMahon has 
accepted the presidency of the Republic,

“Better Terms” for Manitoba. 


[From the Toronto Leader. } 


‘Better terms” is fast rising into the dig- 
nity of a “question” in the Dominion. The 
Manitoban is demanding ‘‘better terma’’ for 
that Provioce. It urges that, because British 
Columbia was liberally dealt with, on enter- 
ing Confederation, therefore an injustice has 
been done to Manitoba, That is altogether 
apart from the question. Our Pacific Pro- 
viace was entitlea to all it got, both because 
of its importance to_us, and because of what 
it gave up to the Federel Goternment on 
@otering Confederation, The only argument 
‘of Gur Manitoban contemporary which ‘is 
wortty of consideration, and which it ought 
to stick to, is contained in the following 
paragraph :— 

“The principal sources by which, uoder 
the Confederation Act, any of the Provinces 
can raise mooey to carry on the local govern- 
ment and make local improvements, are 
direct taxation, and the borrowing money on 
the credit of the Provinee.: The latter mode 
is feasible only when the Province is able to 
sbow means of revenues by which the pria-~ 
cipal and interest of the proposed loan will 
be ia a given time paid off. Direct taxation 
is not palatable in apy part of the Dominion 
I; is regarded as the most oppressive and 
vexatious of al] modes of taxation. An extra 
ten cents a pound on tea, or an extra five 
cents a yard on avy fabric, although amount- 
ing in the year toa large sum, is not felt so 
burthensome and irritating as the personal 
visitation of the taxman and the per capita 
payment of ten or fifteen dollars @ year. 
Besides the above, the Provinces exact a 
revenue from shop, saloon, tavern, auctioneer 
aod other licenses, and from fines avd penal- 
ties imposed for eoforcing any law of the 
Province which it may enact, These are the 
ouly means by which Manitoba can raise: an 
income to pay her way and keep out of debt. 
Aad, be it remembered, when municipal in- 
stitutions are fairly formed amongst us, some 
of the revenues will either be diminished or 
diverted altogether from tbe local to the 
municipal government. The older Provinces 
of the Dominion, however, enjoy, in addition 
to the above, avother and a far more Jucrative 
source of revenue, They are granted the 
privilege of managing and eelling their pub- 
lic lands and the timber and wooed thereon. 
From her Crown Lands alone, we bave seen 
that Ontario last year netted one million dol- 
lars. As we said before, we rejoice that it is 
so. But bow about ourselves and our fifteen 
thousand «ollars of a deficit ; aud a prospect 
of increased taxation and a larger debt?”’

We are somewhat astonished, 
therefore, to find the Manitoban spéak of the 
stipulations made by British Colambis in 
reference to a. Canadian Pacific Railway as 
something which that Province gained for 
herself. If such a line be an advantage for 
the Pacific Province, it must be twice as ad- 
vantigeous tor Manitoba, seeing that it mast 
necessarily go right through its territory, and 
opes up its communication with both oceans. 
We will venture to say that the concession of 
this stipulation to British Colombia was made 
as much out of consideration for Manitoba 
and the North-West generally, as for the Pro- 
vince which asked for it.
